MEXICO AND THE LEAGUE. 


General Alvaro Obregon, president­ 
elect of Mexico, 
says 
that “Mexico 
will not ask admission to the League 
of Nations, but should an invitation 
to membership 
be extended by the 
League, it would be given considera­ 
tion.” 
The statement is another indi­ 
cation that Obregon is going to make 
a good executive as executives go in 
Mexico. 
It is an intelligent attitude 
that he takes. 
It will benefit Mexico to get into 
the League and it will hurt her to re­ 
main out of it. 
Most of the nations of 
the world are in it and practically all 
of the other nations of Latin-America. 
Besides the United States and Mexico 
herself, practically the only other na­ 
tions that are not in it are Soviet Rus­ 
sia and the countries that took part in 
Prussianisnrs 
attempt to win world 
dominion. 
Obregon 
does 
not want 
Mexico to be classed with these. 
But Obregon realizes that so long 
as the 
United 
States 
is out of the 
League and is officially hostile to the 
League idea, it may not be a good 
thing for Mexico to take the opposite 
position too definitely. 
He is trying 
to build up good relations with the 
United States and he is wise in taking 
account of this country’s attitude to­ 
wards the League in shaping his own 
attitude. 
But while he does not say 
that Mexico will go in, his statement 
that she will consider going in if she 
is invited is a long step forward. 
It 
is as different from Carranza’s policy 
as light is from darkness. 
It is probable that the League, in 
shaping its attitude towards Mexico, 
will take account of the attitude of 
the United States, just as Obregon, in 
shaping 
his 
attitude 
towards 
the 
League, has been 
mindful 
of condi­ 
tions in 
this 
country. 
Obviously it 
would be foolish for the League to of­ 
fend the United* States, and the Unit­ 
ed States, of course, must of neces­ 
sity take a keen interest in Mexico’s 
international relations. 
Before ex­ 
tending an invitation to Mexico, the 
League may well satisfy itself as to 
how such a step 
would 
affect 
this 
country’s policy. 


BETTER MOVIE PLAYS, PERHAPS 


Henry Arthur Jones, who is regard­ 
ed by many as the greatest of present 
day British playwrights, is reported 
to have gone over bag and baggage to 
the movies. 
The event seems to have 
caused dismay in some quarters and 
regret is here 
and 
there 
expressed 
over what is termed Mr. Jones’ “abso­ 
lute surrender.” 
It seems to us that 
the matter is one for rejoicing rather 
than for tears. 
Mr. Jones may not be 
the best of the 
British 
playwrights, 
but he is a play writer o | exception­ 


ally ability and the movies are desper­ 
ately in need of brains in the writing 
of movie plays. 
It seems to be a very difficult thing 
to make the movies less suggestive, 
but it ought to be possible to make 
them more interesting. 
A great many 
now depend on their 
suggestiveness 
for their interest. 
Deprive them of 
the former quality and there would be 
nothing left. 
There is no reason why 
really good plays, even great plays, 
should not be written for the movies. 
As a medium of expression the mov­ 
ing picture has immense advantages 
some of which are summarized as fol­ 
lows by Mr. Jones: 
“It is only in its babyhood. It has a 
most ductile and facile technique, a 
boundless comprehension 
of 
events 
and almost diabolical power of sug­ 
gestion and insinuation, and an equal­ 
ly great power of vivid, startling con­ 
trast. 
It has an infinite variety of ac­ 
tion, and worldwide freedom of move­ 
ment. 
In all these respects the film 
offers to dramatists lavish opportu­ 
nities which are denied by the spoken 
stage. 
It may offer a refuge to the 
imaginative 
dramatist, 
now 
almost 
banished from our stage.” 
Undoubtedly Mr. 
Jones 
is right 
about the lavish opportunities which 
the film offers to the dramatist and 
probably he is justified in large meas­ 
ure in his complaint 
regarding 
the 
present plight of the imaginative dra­ 
matist who confines his efforts to the 
field of the spoken drama. 
At any 
rate the view which he takes Ls an ex­ 
ceedingly interesting one and the step 
which he has 
taken 
in identifying 
himself with one of the big moving 
picture producing interests is still 
more interesting. 
He can be counted 
on to contribute some really worth­ 
while plays 
for 
production on the 
films, and if his example is followed 
by other playwrights of ability, the 
moving picture may begin to play the 
worthier and more useful part which 
it is capable of playing in American 
life. 
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From all the revelations that have 
followed his killing, one is apt to be­ 
lieve that that man Hamon got just 
about ^rhat was coming to him.
